the coffin is obviously too small to fit a body of the proportions of 
the person who has been cremated, but is still large enough for 
someone not much smaller, there is added room for mental 
comments or for verbal remarks of the nature we have 
described. We asked “whether the practice of employing a full- 
size coffin for burving the ashes of cremation was demanded, 
by Jewish law. There has been no official or, indeed, authorita- 
tive reply to our query, which produced instead a prolonged and 
interesting correspondence that however entirely avoided the 
question we raised. Instead, the debate raged around the legality 
or illegality of cremation, and it: is well. worth while to note 
how the widest differences of opinion prevailed. among. those 
Claiming an equal adhesion to Orthodoxy, But on neither 
Bide was anything definite in point of Law stated. We are all 
for observance of the Law and for due regard for precedent and 
established practice by which Law, and, of course, not only Jewish 
Law, is interpreted. But for that purpose mere obiter dicta, chance 
remarks moulded to fit a preconceived opinion, haphazard words in 
Bible and Talmud translated to suit certain arguments, or records of 
incidents told so as to back up a predetermined point of view, 
are utterly useless. Some references -of this.kind that have 
appeared must have. been more amusing than convincing 
while the assertion dogmatically rendered by one correspondent 
(Mr. N. Bursrein) that cremation is on amoral par 
with suicide, struck us as simply 
but more humorous—albeit unconsciously—is the plea a. corres- 
pondent this week (Mr. J. PoORTON) puts in, in favour of 
cremation—that it is a sure prevention of premature burial! 
Our own reading of the discussion is one in which we believe the large 


nonsensical. less so, 


majority of our readers will concur. Jewish law is not, and has never 


expressed itself, either in favour of or against cremation, and has been 


equally neutral in regard to earth burial. Andthat because our law 
very sensibly cares, above all things, for realities. The method of 
disposing of the dead is after all trivial when compared to the 
Obligation of showing due and proper respect for those who have 
departed from this life. In places where earth burial has been 
generally held to be the proper way of dealing with the dead, Jewish 
practice, if not Jewish law, has considered earth burial to be the right 
method. Where, on the other hand cremation, as for instance in 
ancient Rome, was universally held to be. the process most respectful 
to those who had passed out, then Jewish law or practice followed 
popular sentiment. And it is precisely out of regard for respect being 
shown to the dead, that we feel the present position adopted by 
orthodox Judaism towards cremation, and particularly the practice 
we have described, bearing in mind the growing inclination towards 
cremation instead of earth burial even among Jews, to be open. to 
serious question, which requires close consideration on the part of 
the ecclesiastical authorities.

“AN ECHO OF THE WAR.”

I have read your rcmarks on “An Echo of the War,” commenting on 
accounts by the Russian Government concerning the treatment of Jew 
and especially the “ evacuation” of Jews from the Western Borderian. 
You point out that THk JEWISH CHRONICLE. was the first organ of public 
opinion to unmask this piece of villainy. But the JUEDISCHE RUNDsch 
published as early as June 25th, 1915, detailed accounts of the expulsion 
of 280,000 Jews from the Governments of Kowno, Kurland, and Sawai. 
As T was the editor of the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU from the early autiimn 
of 1914 to the spring of 1919, I can testify to the reports published having 
ween furnished by authentic witnesses. Four weeks later, on the day 4s 
it happened, when your contributor “Mentor” devoted his weelly 
causerie to the summary of the situation, the JUEDISCHE RUNDs 
published a second report which, as it could give names, etc., was a :

The need for a work of this 
type has long been felt both by those who dwell in the Holy Land and by 
those who, living outside Palestine, yet watch with keen interest the develop- 
ment of that country, The portion of the book which deals generally with 
Palestine as it -was in the past and as it is to-day, with its constitution, with 
its agriculture and. with its industry, may be regarded as a Handbook of 
Palestine. On the other hand, the detailed accounts of the various industries, 
the lists of addresses of professional and business men, and finally the general 
list of the inhabitants of Palestine, comes more under the head of a directory. 
lhe volume is In three main parts: (i) General Information ; | (ii) Public 
Institutions ; and (ii1) Trade, Industry and Professions. 


The book contains

My DEAR COUSIN, 


Once again we shall be “rejoicing for the. Torah.” There are many 
ways of rejoicing. I wonder whether the prevalent method is the most 
suitable. I believe that in the great congregations of the Metropolis the 
rejoicing takes the form of assi ting at a tea-party provided by the 
“ Bridegroom of the. Torah” and his colleague. . Yet even this, in an age 
of labels and headlines, may serve. At least we are reminded of the 
Torah. Yet do we realise the implications? Do we know thatthe ¢ rah 
is a code of law for daily observation | 

Pondering on this problem, 1 a famous passage in the Talmud 
which quotes a saying of Ben Similal, a teacher who lived in the third 
century. He taught that the contains 615 precepts— 05, according 
to the number of the days of the vear, being prohibitions, and 245, accord 
ing to the number of the bones in the human body, being positive 
commands. ‘David, however, reduced them to eleven, [saiah to six, 
Micah to three, and Ilabakuk to onc Vhat said David, describing the 
cood man”? “ He that (1) walketh. uprightly, and (2) worketh rightcous 
ness, and (3) speaketh the truth in his heart, (4) he that slandereth not 
with his tongue, (45) nor doeth evil to his friend, (6) nor taketh up a 
reproach against his neighbour, (7)-in whese eyes a reprobate is despised, 
(4) but he honovreth them that fear the Lord, (9) he that sweareth to his 
own hurt and changeth not, (10) he that putteth not out his money to 
usury, (L1) nor taketh reward agaimst the innecent.” 

The essentially good man in Isatah’s conception possesses six 
quatities He walketh righteously, (2) and speaketh uprightly,. (4) 
he despiseth the gain of oppressions, '4) shaketh his hands from holding of 
bribes, (5) stoppeth his ears from hearing of blood, and (6) shutteth his 
eyes from Joaking upon evil.”

Was he 
stressing moral precepts’ Ur was il An arithmetical fancy on his 
part’ The problem has possibilities. But far more attractive is his 
axiomatic beginning, He declares categorically that the Torch contains 
61% precepts. 1 do not think ahnyene has checked this tigure. Many 
writers have elaborated an inventory of the 615 positive and negative 
commands in the Torah assuming that if a Rabbi mentioned in the 
‘Taimud said there were so many, they must be there. Scientitic methed 
however demands that the number should be checked. 

But 615 have been taken for granted without question, and numerous 
lists compiled divided into two  sroups, positive and negative coniman gs, 
‘Lhe former are in the direct imperative—" Thou shalt do so and so”: the 
Jatter in the negative imperative—“Thou shalt not dd so and so.” 
Maimonides, of course, furnished a list of each group, from his own 
reading of the commands in the Torah; but an even more popular inven- 
tory Was compiled by a disciple of the great philosopher, Rabbi Moses, of 
Coucy, a French contemporary. of the English Kings John and Henry III 
(1200-1260). In his book called Sry: MSD Wo i.c., “The Great Book of 
Commands,” he gives a list of the 615 commandments, witli the reference 
to the particular passage in the Torch on which they are based.

A Succoth Prosecution. 


CONTEMPTIBLE PROCEEDINGS, 


By JOOP W. F. STOPPELMAN. 


With the arrival of the Republican troops, in the autumn of 1792, a 
period of peace, liberty, and* prosperity began for the Jewish inhabitants 
of Nice. The humiliations they had been foreed to endure so frequently 
during the reign of the Sardinian princes ceased as if by magic. New 
laws were introduced, to be obeyed by every citizen, whatever his race or 
religious convictions might be. Vanished was the tyranny. that had 
driven them together within the boundaries of a few well guarded streets. 
For the Jews of Nice—as for thousands of their coreligionists all over the 
European Continent—the French Revolution fulfilled the promise of its 
slogan; it brought “ Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.” They prospered, now 
that no one disturbed their peace; they dared to enjoy life openly; and 
the great happenings outside their beautiful town, the activities of the 
“ Little General.” his battles and his conquests, the story of which was 
to reverberate throughout: gencrations yet unborn, do not appear to 
have interested them greatly. : 
and it was not before 
the seventh year of the French occupation that some of them. found 
themselves facing the Napoleonic judges. 

In that last year of a very eventful century. the Yamtm Tobin fell 
rather early, and Succoth was before the end of September. Acc 


Their existence was no longer interfered with ; 


rding 
to custom, the Jews of Nice had informed the magistrates of the dates 
on which their holy. feasts would be celebrated; and the authorities 
could thus find out whether the Law of Seven Vendémiaire Year LV. 
(29th September, 1796) adhered to. For this law 
stipulated, for all religions without exception, that no exterior signs of 
piety should be shown; no emblems were to be seen on liouses or 
churches, not a single token of religious difference would be allowed to 
disturb the unity and indivisibility of France. As the Jews of Nice knew 
of no Jewish processions nor images, or anything of that sort, they 
bothered very little about this strict Law. 

Imagine therefore their dismay when all Of a sudden five of their 
most respected Aehillah members were summoned before the Tribunal, 
accused of having trespassed the Law of the Republic ! 

The accused were: Sabatai Viterbo, born at Venice, Treasurer of the 
Jewish Community (which, since its foundation about 1650, had been 
known as the “Université Israélite de Nice); Abraham Joseph Foa, a 
native of Turin; Hananen Cohen, alias Salvador a Nicois; Simon 
Bensoussan, born at Salle, in tuc Empire of the Sultan of Morocco: and 
Auziel Vita Maquia, whose parents had been inhabitants of the Nice 
Ghetto. 

While the Kehillah, very much upset by this unfortunate affair was 
discussing all possible reasons for their arrest, the accused listened to the 
long-winded narration of the official prosecutor. The gist of his tale was 
as follows: 

The Commissaires de police had, on the occasion of the Jewish holy 
days, received special instructions to safeguard complete obedience to the 
Law of 7 Vendémiaire. They consequently climbed to the clock-tower of 
the Brotherhouse, belonging to the White Penitents: and from this 
elevated observation post, discovered a kind of arbour on the roofs of 
various houses inhabited by Jews. They found it impossible to decide 
to whom the buildings concerned belonged, but, thanks to the (maybe too 
Willing) assistance of a Christian, succeeded in ascertaining (iat the 
accused, Abraham Joseph Foa, was one of the culprits. They ther upon 
paid him a surprise visit, and found women and children seated round a 
festive table, all ready for a generous meal. Similarly “horrible”  iings 
were met with at the dwellings of the remaining accused. and <li five 
transgressors pulled down their summer-houses immediately. 
peremptory command of the municipal authority. 3 

As it was thought that there had been a question of showing outward 
signs of their religion, the accused were now Lvrought before the Tribunal 
to have justice done to them. 

The accused then presented their defence, and it is difficult to deduce 
anything else from the unif rmity of their deciarations than that they 
had found au opportunity to talk the matter over and fx their line of 
action accordingly, They declared unanimously that the huts were not 
built for any religious purpose, “ for,” so they said, “ the Hebrew religion 
forbids pious ceremonies outside the walls of the synagogues.” : 

The whole thing was in consequence of the weather having been so 
ADDO, ingly warm, they pleaded. It was, uaturally, much more pleasant to 
take one’s mealsin the open air, under the co ling roof of green plants and 
palm-leaves. Moreover, 50 Sabato Viterbo submitted, his wife was 

| ul ady built when they moved into 
their abodes, and-—by covering them with lcaves—had tried to get some 
benefit out of their existence. But they all nevertheless called their 
summer houses “ Cabbanes,” the name by which the lortuguese Jew stil] 
mentions the Succah, and they did not trouble to explain the strange 
coincidence that made them eat their meals outside their houses and 
at the same time decorate their “ buts.” 

After long deliberations and careful search the Judges concluded that 
the five accused Jews were not guilty of infrivgement of the law, and their 
immediate release was ordered. 

The Judges were not, it is worth noting, unaware of the link between 
the Jewish faith and the simultaneous erection of the five Cabanes, For

After the Club of Jewish Deputies had decided to move the vote of no-con- 
fidence Mr. Sujkowski issued. an official. communication -annulling the 
Glombinski circular. The Jew Lh puties, however, cles ted notwith- 

standing this annulment to persist in the vote of no-confidence, because the 
annulment had come after the work of admitting students to the universities 
for the present year had been completed, so that it did not prevent the en- 
forcement of the Numerus Clausus against the Jewish students*for the school 
year now opening, The Parties of the Right supported the no-contidence 
motion, because thes objected that the Government was conducting too 
liberal a policy towards the Minorities. The vote was carricd by 176 votes 
against S82. 

A second vote of no con fick nee im the Minister of the Lint rior, General 
M'odzianowski, was alvo carried and the Premier, Professor Bartel, announced 
that the entire Cabinet would resign in support of the two Ministers. 

The Premier has left for the health resort Druskieniki, where Marshal 
Pilsudski is now staying, in order to consult him with regard to the situation, 
It is reported that Marshal Pilsudski may himself assume the Premiership. 


Jewish Minority Rights in Turkey. 
Reply to Mr. Louis Marshall. 

Chief Rabbi Chaim Bejerano Effendi, in an interview with him published 
in the Turkish paper Dyumnounriet, has replied to Mr. Louis Marshall's 
protest against the renunciation of their minority rights by the Jews of 
Turkey. 

“I want to hear nothing more about this matter,” he says, “ especially 
in so far as it concerns the action of our community. Who has a right to 
Bay anything on the matter when the whole of the Jewish people here have 
decided to renounce their minority rights ?

Sir Herbert Samuel on Palestine. 
World Jewry’s Duty. 


THE SfORY OF THE CHURCHILL MEMORANDUM. 


At a reception given in Manich in honour of Sir Herbert and Lady 
Samuel. the former High Commissioner for Palestine gave an address on 
the situation in the Land of Israel. 

Sir Herbert said that in his yiew it was impossible for anyone feeling 
himself a Jew to take no interest in the movement for the development 
whose past meant so much. for the religious and 
cultural development of Jowry and of mankind as a whole, The Balfour 
Declaration had Ween a milestone in the development of the country. Sir 
Herbert proceeded to picture the economic, cultural and political develop. | 
ment of Palestine since the Balfour Declaration. The big stream of 
capital which had poured into Palestine in the recent years in compari- 
son to the of the country, he said, had strengthened Jewish immigra- 
tion to such an extent. that in a short while the Jewish population of 
Palestine had increased three-fold. The present economic depression 
in the country had its roots in the economic and political crisis among the 
Jews in the East European countries. He was convinced that this crisis, 
like the previou ii pass. The Jewish people by its part in the 
colonisation work in Palestine had proved that it was able by the strength 
of itsown handsto cultivate the soil and to carry through the reconstruction 
of the country. Jewish and women had with heroic efforts over- 
come all the difficulties which the present conditions in the country put in 
the way of aninténsive colcnisationactivity. With regard to the cultural! 
development of the country, the spiritual life of the Jews of Palestine was 
already of deep signil The Jewish edticational institutions wére 
The Hebrew language had been revived 
in science, literature, in the theatre, in public and in private life. It was 
hoped that in the course of time there would be more and more important 
work done in: the direction of Hebrew cultural activity. That was the 
aim and the longing of Palestine’s spiritual life.

With régard to the political problems in Palestine, Sir Herbert said 
that when he arrived in lValestine six years ago, the relations between 
the Jews: and the Arabs were strained. The Arabs feared that their 
position had been prejudiced by the Balfour Declaration and that they were 
to become slaves under a Jewish State. That explained the,political unrest 


observed in Palestine during the first few years of the Balfour Declaration. 
The (British Government felt it its duty to declare that that was not 
its aim. This explained the Chirchill Memorandum in which the intention 
of the British was definitely laid down in relation to the 
Mandate. The White Paper was necessary not only because of the 
Arabs, but also because of those Jews who were disturbed by a mis- 
interpretation of the “ National Home” which appeared in_ the 
Balfour’ Declaration. Many Jews feared that the establishment 
of a Jewish National Home would prejudice their citizenship in their 
respective countries. The Balfour Declaration had already made it clear 
that the establishment of a Jewish National Home could not affect the 
citizenship’ of Jews in other countries. But the White Paper had once 
again put right this misccnception, and this appeared the more 
necessary because the idea had gained ground that Palestine was to 
become “as Jewish as England is English.” The White Paper which 
cleared up the position had to a certain extent calmed both sides. The

The Jews’ Duty to Palestine. 

Although the Jews of England naturally had a bigger duty falling 
upon them in regard to co-operation in the Palestine work, Sir Herbert 
fail it was a mistake to think that the Mandate was a purely British 
affair. It was primarily a matter for the League of Nations. The League 
of Nations had set up a Mandates Commission which had to deal with all 
the questions affecting the Mandated countries. All the States of the 
world to-day were following with interest the development of Palestine 
under the direction of the Mandatory Power. Germany's entry into the 
League of Nations would undoubte “lly be followed soon by the inclusion 
of a German representative on the Mandates Commission. The United 
States, too, although it was not a member of the League of Nations, had 
definitely given its agreement to the Palestine Mandate. For all these 
reasons, Sir Herbert concluded. it was incomprehensiblc to him that 
there should be a Jew anywhere who did not feel sympathetic interest 
in the future of Palestine. He was certain that an E nglish, German, or 
French Jew who took part in the Palestinian reconstruction work would | 


not be considered because of such participation as any the worse 
Englishman, German, or Frenchman. 


The Rebuilding of Palestine. 
GENTILES COMPETING WITH JEWS. 


In receiving a deputation of the Canadian Zionist Organisation at 
Toronto recently, Sir Alfred Mond. Bt., M.P., expressed his surprise at 
the slowness of Jews in upbuilding Palestine. “If the Jews will not 
come and build.” he said, “the Gentiles will do it, just as Sir John 
Jackson is already building the water works of Jerusalem. If the Jews 
will not build, Britishers and British capital will do so.” 

bir Alfred said that he saw a great future for Palestine in colonising 
the southern areas, which are great barley-producing centres. As to 
industries, Palestine had a big market in Syria. The average Palestinian 
farmer lived ander better conditions than did the Canadian farmer; and 
anyone planting an orange grove in Palestine was assured of a fifteen per 
cent. return after seven years, 

“iv Alfred criticised those who attributed to Palestine many failures 
which were really personal. A business might fail in Palestine as it 


might fail in America, and for one closed factory there were hundreds of 


flourishing concerns, Palestine, he said in conclusion, was a great country 
for investments,

Poet’s Road Keren Hayesod Committee. 
ADDRESS BY DR. LEO HERRMANN. 

A meeting was held last Sunday under the auspices of the Committee 
in the Albert Felsenstein Memorial Hall of'the Dalston Synagogue, to 
meet Dr. Leo Herrmann (prior to his departuse for Palestine) and Dayan 
H. M. Lazarus. 

Dayan Dr. A. FELDMAN, who presided, said that the very fact that 
some of the Ecclesiastical Authorities were on the platform appealing for 
the Keren Hayesod showed that it could not be trefahk. Dr. Herrmann 
was one of the well-known workers of the Zionist Movement who was 
going to Palestine where the Keren Jiayesod headquarters would be 
transferred, as they hoped all the headquarters of the various activities 
would be ultimately. The object of that meeting was to promote the 
interests of the Keren Hayesod. Some time ago that movement had been 
launched in that neighbourhood. It had not yet made the success it 
Should have made. Nowadays everyone ought to take an active part, in 
a general way, for the Keren Hayesod. There must be some who were not 
in sympathy with the Keren’ Hayesod, or else results would have been 
satisfactory. There were some. who viewed the Keren Hayesod move. 
ment with alittle suspicion, because they thought it did not take sufficient 
cognisance of the spiritual or religious side of the movement. It ought to 
command the respect of every Jew and Jewess. During Succoth reference 
@vas made to Palestine as a Jewish State and they prayed to God to build 
up the fallen Tabernacle. The Aeren Hayesod movement ought to be 
taken up especially by the synagogues. If they prayed for the restoration 
of Zion, their prayers could not be heard unless they put them in a 
tangible form. 

Dayan H. M. LAZARUS said that large numbers of younger people had 
gone up on a pilgrimage to build Palestine, and they were building it in 
a manner that was a credit to them. Since the new era had set in they 
could not read their prayers without realising that there was a certain 
hollowness in them. . How could they pray wholeheartedly if, when they 
had an opportunity of building Palestine, they did not do so. That long. 
ing to go back to the land was innate in them. It was a sin to stand 
apart, to say their prayers and keep their hands in their pociets. 

Dr. LEO HERRMANN said that the Directors: of the Keren Hayesod 
had believed that they would succeed in raising twenty-five million 
pounds in five years, a sum in the opinion of their experts sufficient to 
lay the economic foundations of the National Home. But they had been 
deceived in believing that the outside circles of the Jewish people would 
appreciate the significance of the National Home for the whole of 
Judaism and for the cause of progress, civilisation and peace. How far 
would the Jewish National Home have advanced had they not been 
deceived? The number of immigrant Jews to Eretz Yisrael 
would have been increased tenfold. Even to day the settlements 
they had raised were not as _ well equipped and constructed 
as was necessary. The harm had extended too to the political 
Sphere. The crisis that had arisen this year could only be met 
by the sinking of all differences and the concentration of combined efforts 
on a great increase in the income of the Acren Hayesod. During the last 
cight wéeks the situation in Palestine had become more acute. At 
present 8,000 Jewish men and women were unemployed there, 3,000 
being without work of any kind, and the remainder having work on only 
one or two days a week. There were not enough funds to settle the 
hundreds of Jewish workers who had been waiting for years in Palestine 
to be settled on the land. They were not able to provide education in the 
Schools for thousands of Jewish children, and that might mean not a few 
being taken on in missionary schools. An extraordinary effort was needed 
to secure a special income of £100,000 over and above the ordinary income 
of the Keren Hayesod. Everyone could do his share, and all who did it at 
the right time were acting as an example and a beacon.

A Forty-Fifth Pulpit Anniversary. 


Rabbi Dr. B. Satomon preach- 
ing on Kol Nidre at the Great 


Synagogue, Manchester, said: You 
will accuse me, hope, of Exgotism: if I. venture to strike 
@ personal note. lt has pleased tho Almighty to spare me to address 
you oh this solemn oecasion for the forty-fifth time. For forty-five 
vears L have recailed to you the m« aning of this day ; for forty-five ycars 
I have endeavoured from this pulpit, may I hepe, with some suecess, to 
remind you of your obligations to God and man. ‘It is indeed well; that 
with increase of years we get ¢clcarness, if not of physical, at least of 
mental vision. It would be presumption on any part to claim that I have 
been more successful than Iny colleagues, in checking the growing 
indifference to ritual and ceremonial, which is so characteristic of the 
present gencration, but this I will claim that Imyself have never wavered 
in my ideals, that I have never palteréd with that weak-lkoced fantasy 
called the spirit of the age, and that after forty-five yoars of preaching 
the word of God, I was never more convinced. in the infallibility of His 
Divine Ordinances. I cannot look round me and sce. what the young 
generation are endeavouring to substitute for our grand Old Faith, without! 
wondering if they realise that they are destroying the very foundation 
stones whieh the whole conception of the Jewish religion rests. 
Unitike other faiths, the Jewish faith is inextricably woven into the 
woof of Jewish life. Lam not. going to say that the non-observance of 
the most minute ritual law means cestrnetion and annibilation, such an 
exaggeration would defeat its own ends, Bat I do maintain, that the 
radical attempt to convert the Jewish faith iuto an insipid system ot 
pseudo-ethical principles, to which almost. anyone could. subscribe 
will only lead to. the total disappearance of those principles «and 
tencts, which are peculiarly the proud possession of the Jewish faith and 
in which it has been the leader of the

Board of Guardians.—The annual appeal on behalf of the Board 
was made in most of the synagogues on the Day of Atonement. At the 
Great Synagogue the Rey. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., said that he was aware 
that, with the cloud of industrial depression overhanging, it was not a for- 
tunate time’to appeal for funds. But he reminded the congregation of the 
fact that the Jewish people, when in distress, did not merely ask for 
charity, but demanded it as a right. He assured them that the work of 
investigation was carried out with extreme thoroughness by the Executive 
and by other ladies and gentlemen interested in the Board. The annual 
expenditure of the Board was approximately £5,000, and he trusted that 
the appeals would secure a satisfactory proportion of the sum required. 
Donations were announced which amounted to approximately £500. 

At the Louis Street Synagogue the appeal was made by Mr. I. 
Abramovitch, B.A. (of Jews’ College). The amount realised was approxi- 
mately £350. At the New Briggate and at the Psalmsof David Synagogues 
the appeal was made by Rabbi Hurwitz. 

Councillor H. Morris visited many other Synagogues and Chevras and 
appealed to the congregants to help the Board. 

Talmud Torah.—The half-yearly examination of the pupils revealed a 
satisfactory state of educational progress. Practically the whole of the 
teaching is based on the Ibrith-b-Ibrith method, and praise is due to the 
headmaster, Mr. M. Lask and his staff, for their zealous labours. - During 
the examination Mr. Lask referred with satisfaction to the excellent 
work done by three young student teachers under his charge. One 
regrettable feature, however, was the fact that there had been a. falling 
off in the regular attendance of pupils recently, the principal cause of 
which appeared to be a lack of interest in Hebrew education on the part 
ofthe parents. In the course of his sermon on Yom Kippur, the Rev. 
Dr. J. Abelson expressed the hope that while the community generally 
would rally round the. Talmud Torah with their moral and financial 
assistance, the parents should see that their boys attended the institution 


more regularly. He also referred to the Girls Classes for religious 
instriction which were held at the Lovell Road Schools under the 
administration of the Talmud Torah Executive. Whereas: there were 


places in these classes for at least 300 pupils, the present attendance had 
dwindled down to less than 100. It ‘was very important that the girls 
who would be the future mothers in Israel, shonld have equal opportunities 
with the boys of a Jewish religious equipment.

An Alleged Libel.—Last week, at Gap, France, Baron Maurice de 
Rothschild was awarded the verdict in an action in respect of an alleged 
libel brought against him by M. Cuivuze, the Socialist Deputy, who 
accused the Baron of having insinuated in a newspaper article that he 
(the deputy) had been guilty of corruption during an election campaign. 
M. Cluze was unable to appear in court through illness, and counsel on 
both sides proposed an adjournment. The judge, however, ordered the 
case to proceed, and the jury found for Baron de Rothschild. 

Magistrate Fines His Son.— Last week at the Liverpool Police Court, 
Mr. J. Jacobs, a magistrate, fined his son Julius 5s. for leaving his motor- 
car without lights outside a house. “In the circumstances,” said Mr. 
Jacobs, “I reserve the right to pay the tine.” The magistrate paid his 
son's fine. | 

An Illusionist Fined.—At the Birmingham Police Court. on Saturday 
HORACE GOLDIN, the illusionist, wasfined £1 for using documents 
resembling United States one dollar notes, and LOUIS BENSON, his advance 
agent, was fined £1 for uttering the imitations, which bad been. distri- 
buted for advertising purposes. The police discovered one of the imita- 
tion notes in a Birmingham restaurant, and Goldin told them that he 
was unaware that any offence was.committed. He added that they were 
printed in Germany. It was stated that there were differences between 
the genuine notes and the imitations in the margin, texture, and the 
quality of the paper. The genuine notes had green backs, but the backs 
of the imitations bore advertisements of Goldin. 

Charge Against Company Director.—ARrRTHUR CHARLES ALEXANDER, 
65, company director, of Thornmill House, Iver) Bucks, was charged at 
Bow Street Police Court with attempting to obtain £100 by false pre- 
tences from Mr. Joseph Abrahams, a factory manager, of Rutland Park 
Gardens, Willesden Green. Mr. Morris Barnett defended, Detective- 
sergeant Rosie said that accused had stated that he had for two years 
been in business as an agent for the hire of private motor cars. He 
further said that he had an office in Bloomsbury Street, and that it was 
owing to the success he had made of the business that he conceived the 
idea of starting a similar business with motor coaches. He also said that 
he had got all the work of the Salvation. Army. Answering further 
questions, he said that he had another office in Victoria Street, and 
produced documents in which he was described as a director of the Never- 
Skid Shock Absorber, Limited. The statements were alleged to be untrue. 
Cross-examination was reserved, and Alexander was remanded on £50 bail. 

Alleged Fraud.—CuHaArRLes COWEN PEARSON, 56, a clerk, of 
Warwick Place, Leeds, was at Old Street Police Court charged, on remand, 
with obtaining £200 from Abraham Lilofsky by false pretences with intent 
to defraud, Thedefendant, who had been arrested at Leeds, was formerly 
a Poor Law clerk and Deputy Registrar of births and deaths at Stepney. 
Mr. R. M. Howe, who prosecuted for the Director of Public Prosecutions, 
said the defendant was charged with obtaining £200, but that was only an 
infinitesimal -part of the sum involved. By his representation the 
defendant had obtained £25,000. He told people that he was in 
& position to pay dividends of over 70 per cent., and as he 
paid that for some years, more and more money poured in, and 
people in the East End seemed to have been tumbling over each 
other to go to him, until early this year, when he absconded. 
Mr. Lilofsky, a hat manufacturer, said someone mentioned the Northern 
Festivals Association to him, and the defendant ‘came to see him 
and said the association ran concerts and festivals, from which they 
were making enormous profits, and that they had a fund which exceeded 
their share capital, and had paid a dividend of £7 3s. 3d. half-yearly on 
£20 shares. The witness bought a share, and paid the defendant £20 by 
cheque. He received ahalf-yearly dividend of £7 3s. 3d., and afterwards 
bought further shares. Cross-examined by Mr. Hornby (defending), -the 
witness said Mr. Pearson came to him as a result of a conversation the 
witness had witha Mr. Sanders. Mr. Sanders told the witness of the 
shares, and said, Try one.” There was a further remand. 

. Alleged False Pretences.—ALEXANDER COHEN, forty-four, and 
LAZARUS ALEXANDER COHEN, eighteen, father and son, both described as 
waste paper merchants, of Dyneford Road, Stoke Newington, were 
remanded at Bow Street police court on Thursday on a charge of con- 
Spiring with others unknown to obtain goods from traders by false 
pretences. 

Fraud Charge.—LiLy JAcoss, a twenty-three-year-old girl living in 
Sclater Street, Bethnal Green, pleaded guilty at Old Street on Thursday 
to obtaining £2 ls. 104d. by a trick from Nathan Cohen, a manufacturing 
tailor, of 159, Commercial Street, E. She had obtained more wages than 
she was entitled to, and when arrested said: “It has been going on 
weekly for about three months. I have stolen on the average 10s. to 12s. 
a week.” Her wages had averaged from £2 10s. to £215s.a week. A 
remand was ordered.

If you want to get some idea of the religious genius which has 
made Judaism what it is, imagine for one moment a bank holiday in 
honour of the civil and criminal code, with the book of the laws of 
England carried in procession round the churches and chapels, and 
citizens being selected as the “ Bridegroom of the Magna Charta” and 
the “Bridegroom of the Emergency Powers Act,” with parties and 
receptions and carnivals being held in celebration of the day. 

THE JEWISH WAY. 

Instead of regarding the law as more or less of a nuisance and very . 
much of a “hass” (to quote the aspirated verdict of Mr. Bumble), 
Judaism looks upon it as something to be proud of and to rejoice over, 
“In law,” said Juvenal, the Roman satirist, “there are a thousand 
causes of disgust.” The Jew found in his law a thousand causes of 
rejoicing, and instituted a.special festival to signify his pleasure at 
being a son of the Law. For the Jew the Torah was not a thing apart 
from life, to be resorted to in cases of emergency. It was woven into 
the very fabric of Jewish life, 


THE “LETTER” AND THE “ SPIRIT.” : 


Accepting the Torah was no light burden. It was a “ yoke.” vs The 
Law,” says Mr. Joseph in his great book “Judaism as Creed and Life”’— 
“The Law will always be a yoke, though a glorious yoke ; and the duty 
of bending beneath it in humble end glad self-surrender is the character- 
istic obligation of Israel through the ages.” It is untrue that in remain- 
ing faithful to the “ letter” of the law, Israel has sacrificed the “spirit” 

“that underlies it. That charge is often brought by Christians and 
“Liberal” Jews. Itis disproved by the writings and, above all, by 
the lives of those who have lived by and under the Torah. As the late 
Dr. Schechter says: * We have the testimony of a literature extending 
over about twenty-five centuries, and including all sorts and conditions 
of men, scholars, poets, mystics, lawyers, casuists, schoolmen, trades- 
men, workmen, women, simpletons who all... give unanimous 
evidence in favour of this.Law and of the bliss and happiness of living 
and dying under it.” And these people could pot have enjoyed this‘ 
happiness, if they were tied down to a mere formal observance with no 
spiritual joy to be derived from their performance of the precepts of
